1 .  — Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

The  Public  Health  Officials  of  the  Hawarden  Rural 
District  Council  consist  of  : —

2.  — Laboratory  Facilities. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Bacteriological  Depart- 
ment, Royal  Infirmary,  Chester  ; The  Bacteriological  De- 
partment, University  of  Liverpool  ; and  Harold  Lowe,  Esq., 
Public  Analyst,  Chester.  The  examination  of  Milk  samples 
is  carried  out  at  the  University  College  of  North  Wales, 
Bangor. 

3.  — Ambulances  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases.  The  Isolation  Hospital  is  pro- 
vided with  a Motor  Ambulance  which  is  used  solely  for  the 
conveyance  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases.  No  official 
provision  is  made,  but  the  Ambulance  provided  by  Messrs. 
John  Summers  is  available.  There  is  also  an  agreement  be- 
tween the  Flintshire  County  Council  and  the  Chester  Cor- 
poration, under  which  the  Ambulances  of  the  latter  are  in- 
stantly available  when  required. 
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4.— Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  The  District  Nurses  are  greatly  in  demand  and  co- 
operate most  willingly  with  the  Medical  Practitioners. 
Nursing  is  provided  by  public  subscriptions  to  the  Nursing 
Funds,  under  the  auspices  of  the  North  Wales  Nursing  As- 
sociation. Bv  the  kindness  of  the  District  Nurses  I am  in  the

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1. — Water. 

The  following  Companies  have  powers  to  supply  water 
in  the  Council’s  area  : — 

Wrexham  Water  Co. — Parishes  of  Llanfynydd  and  Hope, 
including  Cymmau. 

Brymbo  Water  Co. — Parishes  of  Treuddyn  and  Llan- 
fynydd. 

Hawarden  Water  Co. — Parishes  of  Hawarden,  West  Salt- 
ney  and  Sealand. 

Chester  Water  Co. — Parish  of  East  Saltney. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  water  supplies  there 
are  two  schemes,  one  supplying  the  Institution,  Broughton, 
and  the  other  supplying  the  Village  of  Kinnerton. 

There  are  numerous  wells  throughout  the  area  which 
supply  drinking  water  to  the  inhabitants. 

Hawarden  and  District  Waterworks  Company. 

A new  6 inch  feed  from  the  Hawarden  Reservoir  has 
now  been  completed,  coupled  to  this  3,800  yards  of  5 inch 
main,  also  1,700  yards  of  4 inch  main  and  a 3 inch  main 
have  also  been  laid,  this  being  carried  out  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  Broughton  Village  with  water  for  domestic 
use  and  fire  fighting  purposes. 

300  yards  of  3 inch  main  extensions  have  been  laid  at 
Astbury’s  fields  Building  Site,  Shotton,  also  400  yards  of 
3 inch  main  extensions  at  Kingsway  Drive,  Shotton  and 
Rowden  Street,  Shotton. 

All  new  mains,  after  connection  with  the  supply  sys- 
tem, but  before  being  used  to  convey  water  to  the  consumer, 
are  thoroughly  flushed  with  chlorinated  water. 
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All  service  reservoirs  have  been  cleaned  out  and  ade- 
quately treated  with  free  chloros  for  sterilisation  purposes. 

The  Chloramine  Plants  at  Pontnewydd  and  Cilcain 
I'ilters  Houses  are  continuously  in  use,  and  regular  analyses 
are  made  of  the  raw  water  and  of  the  treated  water. 

Chester  Waterworks  Company. 

No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been  adopted  by  this 
Company  during  the  past  year. 

Extensions  of  the  mains  are  being  carried  out  in  the 
Broughton  Road  to  points  about  200  yards  along  each  of 
the  fork  roads  beyond  Broughton  Church  to  supply  a new 
housing  estate  to  the  south  of  the  Hawarden  Union  Work- 
house,  and  in  the  East  Saltney  Housing  Estate  nearer 
Chester. 

Automatic  recorders  have  been  Provicied  on  the  Sterilis- 
ing plants  at  the  waterworks,  and  every  possible  care  is 
being  taken  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  water  supply. 

Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company. 

No  new  developments  have  taken  place  regarding  the 
source  of  supply  or  extension  of  mains  with  the  exceotion 
of  the  provision  of  an  elevated  service  reservoir  with  a 
capacity  of  10,000  gallons  in  Prices’  Hill  Wood,  Peny- 
mynydd,  which  has  been  erected  with  a view  of  maintaining 
an  efficient  service  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood 
especially  during  peak  consumption  periods. 

As  to  contamination,  the  chemical  treatment  of  all 
water  supplied  by  our  company  has  been  adopted  for  some 
years,  and  as  before,  the  closest  possible  watch  is  kept  to 
ensure  that  the  highest  standard  of  purity  is  maintained. 

A summary  of  the  results  of  the  analyses  of  water,  both 
Chemical  and  Bacteriological,  are  given  in  tabulated  form.

2 — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Cymmau. 

The  sewerage  system  for  the  village  of  Cymmau  is 
being  extended  and  sewers  will  be  available  to  receive  drain- 
age from  practically  all  the  existing  houses.  An  up-to-date 
outfall  works  is  also  being  constructed  so  that  the  existing 
tanks  which  previously  dealt  with  the  sewage,  will  be 
abolished. 

Treuddvn. 

j 

By  erection  of  62  Council  houses  at  Top-y-Rhos,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  extend  the  sewer  to  receive  the  drainage 
from  these  houses  and  this  sewer  has  been  so  laid  that  it  can 
be  extended  from  the  Housing  Site  to  connect  with  the  exis- 
ting sewers  at  Top-y-Rhos,  which  at  present  discharge  into 
a septic  tank.  It  has  become  necessary  to  enlarge  the  outfall 
works  to  deal  with  the  increased  amount  of  sewage  and  a 
scheme  has  been  prepared  which  also  includes  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  sewer  to  Top-y-Rhos.  When  these  works  are 
completed  the  sewerage  conditions  at  Top-y-Rhos  will  be 
greatly  improved. 

Broughton  and  Bretton. 

a 

In  view  of  the  erection  of  an  Aircraft  Factory  at  Bretton 
and  the  proposed  erection  of  houses  at  Broughton  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  workers,  the  Council  have  under- 
taken to  provide  a sewerage  scheme  for  Broughton  and 
Bretton. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  construct  a new  outfall  works,  as 
with  small  additions  the  existing  outfall  works  at  East  Salt- 
ney  will  be  capable  of  dealing  with  the  sewage. 

When  this  scheme  is  completed,  the  existing  septic 
tanks  which  have  dealt  with  sewage  from  a large  number 
of  houses  in  Broughton  for  many  years,  will  be  dispensed 
with. 
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This  scheme  will  greatly  improve  the  drainage  condi- 
tions that  have  prevailed  in  these  villages. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  undermentioned  dist- 
ricts by  Contract  : — 

Cymmau,  Cefnybedd,  Hope  and  Caergwrle,  Ffrith  and 
Llanfynydd,  Coed  Talon  and  Pontybodkin,  Penyffordd  and 
Penymynydd,  Broughton  and  Bretton,  Dobshill  and  War- 
ren, Ewloe  Green,  East  Saltney  and  Marford  and  Hoseley. 

The  scavenging  of  the  Hawarden  Special  Drainage  Area 
is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

3.  — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  District. 

The  repairs  in  the  district  carried  out  during  the  past 
year  are  seen  in  tabulated  form.

4.  — Shops  and  Offices. 

Shops  in  the  area  are  inspected  periodically  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  but  no  formal  action  was 
found  necessary  during  the  year. 

5.  — Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  organised  camping  sites  in  the  area,  and 
no  licences  have  been  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

There  are  three  sites  on  which  caravans  and  temporary 
dwellings  are  situated. 

Blackham’s  Field,  Pentre,  Queensferry. 

5 caravans  are  used  as  permanent  residences  on  this 
field. 

Eyons  Yard,  Sealand. 

This  yard  is  used  as  a caravan  site  by  hawkers. 
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Camp  Field,  Higher  Ferry  Lane. 

There  are  44  caravans  on  this  site,  6 of  which  are  occu- 
pied as  permanent  residences,  the  remainder  being  used 
as  dwellings  at  weekends  and  during  the  holiday  season. 

6.  — Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  this  respect. 

7.  — Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  or  bathing  pools  in 
the  area. 

8.  — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Three  privately  owned  dwelling  houses  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year  for  bug  infestation. 

The  necessary  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

The  methods  adopted  included  the  stripping  off  of  all 
wall  paper,  removal  of  skirting  boards  and  picture  rails, 
and  periodical  spraying  with  “ Zaldecide.” 

9.  — Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  this  area  in  which  Rag  Flock 
is  manufactured  or  sold.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  milk  supply  on  the  whole  is  of  fairly  good  quality. 
Considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  done  during  the 
past  year  with  regard  to  the  production  of  clean  milk  by 
way  of  sampling,  structural  improvements,  and  general 
supervision. 

During  the  year  30  samples  were  taken  and  one  retail 
purveyor  was  removed  from  the  register  as  Retail  Purveyor 
of  Milk  in  this  area  on  account  of  his  failure  to  attain  the 
standard  required  by  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders. 

The  following  is  a list  of  bacteriological  analyses  of 
milk  as  sold  to  the  consumer,  and  a perusal  of  this  list  will 
show  that  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  attained.

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  25  Slaughter-houses  and  1 Knacker’s  yard  on 
the  register,  and  they  are  visited  as  often  as  possible  during 
the  hours  of  slaughtering  but,  owing  to  the  distance  apart, 
one  cannot  visit  them  as  often  as  one  would  like.  Vehicles 
fr(jin  which  meat  is  sold,  shops,  refrigerators  and  rooms 
where  foods  are  prepared  are  visited  and  inspected  and  are 
usually  found  in  a clean  condition.  Number  of  visits  to 
slaughterhouses— 626.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 


Prevalence. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the 
incidence  of  Infectious  Disease.  Anti-streptococcal  Serum 
has  been  used  in  all  cases  of  severe  Scarlet  Fever  and  has 
proved  a great  value. 

Shick  and  Dick  Tests  were  not  used  in  this  area  nor  was 
immunization  against  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  car- 
ried out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Serum  is  issued  free  to 
Medical  Practitioners  for  the  immunization  of  children 
in  the  Area. 

Vaccination. 

No  Vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  Regulations,  1917. 

Cleansing  and  Disinfection. 

No  facilities  are  available  for  the  cleansing  of  and 
disinfestation  of  verminous  persons. 

In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  and  death 
resulting  from  Tuberculosis  and  in  all  cases  where  it  is  con- 
sidered advisable,  the  houses  of  the  patients  are  thoroughly 
disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Cancer. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Registrar 
of  Births  and  Deaths,  whereby  he  immediately  notifies  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  all  deaths  from  Cancer.  The 
homes  are  visited,  clothing  and  bedding  are  usually  surren- 
dered and  destroyed. 

Similar  measures  are  carried  out  in  the  case  of  Tuber- 
culosis. 
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Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public 
Plealth  Act,  1925.

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1938. 

Of  the  total  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  all  had  been  pre- 
viously notified.
